Brought by His Brother 
The first time Peter came into 
contoet with Jesus wns when An- 
drew, his brother, brought him lo 
Him. Andrew had become n 
disciple of John the Baptist, ond 
being present on the occasion 
when he bore (esli'mony to Christ 
by declaring, "Behold Ihe Lamb 
of God I Hastened to feteh Peter 
to see Him Who was thus pro- 
claimed as the Messiah. 

No doubt to the great astonish, 
rnent of Peler. when Jesus beheld 
him He said. "Thou nrt Simon the 
•on of Jona, ' adding the prophe- 
tic and significant words, "Ihou . 
shall be called Cephas."

On the Breath of Laughter 

"When I was a boy," he say* "ihe tmmc 
of William Booth came to me on the breath 
of laughter and -sneers. , He was a humbug, 
■m mountebank, a fool, a rogue, a coarse- 
minded,- self- seeking, and blasphemous 
■enpraeter.. 

"J ww pictures of him, and disliked him 
Itorribly. What a dreadful person — a Sven- 
sali of - the religious tub. 1 can see those 
pictures now. They represented a tall man in 
a passion, the face pale, the eye blazing, the 
oily black hair disordered, the clenched right 
hand raised furiously above his head, the 
_ fragged coat flung open, the red jersey shin- 
ing fanatically. And underneath there was 
always a text about Hell Fire. 

"Later in life, I nm$t have been about 
■eaght-and- twenty, I met this extraordinary 
person. He was a patriarch liviru» in a little 
xed-bricked suburban villa. His manner dis- 
tressed me. I felt that he waa something of 
an opportunist, I went away and wrote an 
article which gave a full account of our con- 
versation, and my impressions of the man. It 
ipleasod me. 1 felt I had got at the very soul 
of William Booth. Forgive me, I was eighty- 
^and-tv enty, and young for my years. 

Became Fond of Him 

"Instead of being angry with the proofs of 
lhat article William Booth took a fancy to 
their writer. I began to see him with a fair 
frequency. 1 became fond of him. I thought 
bin ideas were very ridiculaus. but for the 
ruan himself it waa impossible not to feel a 
■warm affection. I never knew a fanatic so' 
gentle and human. 

"Then 1 saw him on two occasions, when 



he stroke to me intimately of his spiritual 
passion. On the last of these occasions he 
wd9 blind. He sat close to me, our knees 
were touching, his breath mingled with mine, 
and I louM fetl.tlte Mi'aiu c[ the ol^ .mils'* 
soul as he struggled to make me realize the. 
agony of God for the Salvation of the human 
.race. That day I loved the man, but with no 
sense of his greatness. 

"When it came to writiiuj Mfl Life, that is 
to say, reading his private diaries and his more 
sacred letters. 1 found myself in a very differ- 
ent frame of mind. There were days and 
days when he seemed lo me the truest- 
hearted and Ihe profound est- minded man of 
his century. 1 could not help feeling that he 
towered above such scralchers of the surface 
soil as Gladstone, and was infinitely nearer 
to the tremendous secret, ot Christ than New- 
man. [ Icepi nslcint^ myself: Suppose every 
man had done what he demanded? For 
example, who will deny that this revivalist 
did not sec the uttermost truth of politics 
when he said. "You cannot make a man clean 
by washing his shirt' > 

Sought Happiness of Humanity 

"1 begin to sec more clearly what waa hU 
aim. The dogmas which ruled him t and 
which once had bothered mc, slipped out of 
sight. 1 saw that he was simply hungering 
and thirsting for the happiness of humanity. 
1-saw that he had cmbr.iu.cd religion because 
God had flashed into his soul the sublimes! 
truth of human life, and becnuse he knew that 
without a change of lieu ft, wllhoul a new birth 
of The Spirit, no man can be happy. There 
were, moments when a Tolfttoynn spirit of 
Belf*annihila|ion almost took possession «f me. 
I had to ficht for the discriminating nnd 
critical spirit of the biographer: end when I 
had got it I felt farther from the Kingdom of 
Heaven, and wonderfully insignificant. 

"A 9 1 look back on th= work of this bio- 
graphy 1 am struck by two main characteris- 
tics of William Booth. Firnt, the passion, the 
beauty, and the self-sacrifice of hie-love story 



—revealing: him as one of the lenderest i 
that ever loved end idealized a woman; t 
second, the courage of his heart from boyhoil 
upwards. 

Faced Ftuuful issues 

"Those who read these two volumes ' 
find that it is the story of as valiant p spirit 1 
ever lived, perhaps the very bravest man f 
all time.
